Last FriJay, John Morris, a young 
fsrmer ol the Shady Grove neighbor- 
hood, was killed by the accidental die 
charge ot his own gun. 

He left home to be gone only a lit- 
tle while to kill a bird for his sick 
child, telling his wife that be would 
return shortly. 

She beard the gun tire several 
times, and of course thought that her 
husband was having si^ort with the 
feathered tribe, little dreaming that 
one of those shots was death knell of 
her beloved helpmate During the 
evening she went to the wood pile to 
gether some chips, while there she 
heard the groans of some one in dis- 
treaa a short distance away in the 
{^aas and weeds. She went to the 
spot and found her husband in the 
agonies of death. Help was called 
and the wounded man waa carried 
into the bouse, and in a little while 
expired. 

The shot had cut off' and mangled 
three fingere on bis right hand and 
his left thumb, and had entered be- 
neath the ear, langing upwards. As 
DO one was with him the maoner in 
which the accident occured must be 
more or less conjectured. It was a 
muzzle loading shot gun, and when 
found one barrel was empty, and the 
other had a charge oi powder in it, 
but the wad »as near the muzzle, not 
having been pushed d>>wu, ai.d the 
gun-stick was goue. The surround- 
ings indicated that he was loading one 
barrel with ihe breech of the gun on 
the ground, aud while thus engag'd 
the butt slipped off of a bank, siri'- 
ing the bammar agaiust the cap with 
sufficient torce to explode it aud die 
charge the loaded barrel. 

Morris came from Missouri about 
four years ago, and was an industri 
OUB, honest farmer, well thought of 
by the people of that section.

The Parii papers, while admitting 
t <ai Spain would accept the Ameri- 
can t* rrrs and surrender the Pbilip- 
piiie-, tUUd that there would be 
bitter lomutmeut from the European 
c ntingeiit. 

It is known that a high official of 
the French Foreign Office said yes- 
terday: 

“The ippearance of the Americans 
in Eastern waters is a disturbing 
fsetor to the whole of Europe. 
Americans, es is well known, lack 
diplniuatic niaunera and will surely 
hrincr constant trouble to all of ua.” 

As to the general aeuiimeut, Mr. 
Wni. T. Stead, who has just returned 
here from a tour of Fraii3e, Belgium, 
Germany, Russia, Austria, Turkey 
ami Italy, and who has seen the 
highest politicians in each country, 
and in some cases their rulers, said 
today to a correspondent ot the Asso 
dated Presii: 

"The immense mejority of Euro 
peaus are of course absolutely ignor- 
ant of what has bapjieniil. Intent 
upon their daily toil, they neither 
know nor care what occurs iu the 
other hemisphere. But Europeans 
who read the newspapers arc able to 
form what may oe called ‘public 
opinion’ in the Old World. 

"They are practically unanimous 
on the matter. Outside of England 
I have not met a single non-Ameri- 
can who was not opposed to the ex- 
pansion of America. Nor through 
my whole tour of Europe have I met 
a European who did not receive the 
protestations of the genuine eincerity 
with which the Americans entered 
upon the war with more or lees mock 
incredulity.”
